"Th*. sreat difference between 
Canadian and English students Is that 
the former arc or a Conservative na- 
ture while the. latter tend towards So- 
cialism and Radicalism," said Bern- 
ard. M. Alexandor, P.A., (McClll) now 
studying in the Faculty of Law when 
Interviewed yesterday. 

Bernard Alexandor arrived in 
Montreal yesterday after a three- 
Months debating; tour in the British 
Isles sponsored by the National Fed- 
eration of Canadian Universities; Mel- 
vin Kenny of the University of To- 
ronto was the other Canadian Uni- 
versity representative that accompa- 
nied Alexandor. This was the first 
time- that a Canadian University de- 
bating; team conducted an organized 
tour tt the Universities in the Old 
ountry. 

The day before leaving England to 
return to Montreal Alexandor visited 
Sir Arthur Currie in London. Acting 
on the advice of his physicians, Sir 
Arthur will remain in London until 
the spring, as the climate seems to be 
particularly suited to him there. Early 
1b the Spring he hopes to return to 
McGill and resume his duties as prin- 
cipal. In the meantime he sends his 
best wishes to the student body of 
McGill. 

Of the "2 debates taken part in by 
the Canadians only two were lost. 
.Sixteen were held in England, four in 
Scotland and two in Wales. In each 
case the judgment was rendered by a 
vote of the audience. On one occasion 
Kenny had the privilege of speaking 
over the radio. 

Jn commenting on the trip, Alex- 
ander said that he was struck by the 
great interest students take in poli- 
tics, international affairs, and especi- 
ally in the League of Nations. 
Everywhere there was much enthusi- 
asm amongst the students concerning 
the forthcoming general elections. 
Many students stumped around the 
country, talking in favour of their re- 
spective parties. 

The majority of English students 
belong to the Socialist or Labour par- 
tics. English socialism is not of the 
red but rather of the pink variety, in 
short It- is a sort of intellectual so- 
cialism. In both Oxford and Cam- 
bridge the president of the students' 
Council is a membebr of the Labour 
Party. In England the students are 
socialists and labourites while the 
nation it conservative, while, in Cana- 
da the country is progressive and the 
Universities are a kind of home of 
conservatism. 

The most Interesting part of the 
I>ebates was that often when they 
weve concluded, members of the audi- 
ence took the opportunity of asking 
questions about Canada, her immigra- 
tion policy and her attitude towards 
the Mother Country. In this way the 
Canadian Debaters were able to give 
the Canadian Idea of imperialism and 
to learn how the English felt about 
the sanje questions

Power Future 
Canadian Asset 

Prof. McArthur Addresses 
Gathering Of Engineers 

Ottawa. January 1 ".—Professor 
Duncan McArthur, head of the his- 
tory department of Queen's Univer- 
sity stated that .navigation on the St. 
Lawrence may. eventually he subord- 
inate to hydro-electric power dev- 
elopment, owing to the greater ser- 
vice power may render to the. com- 
munity. Prof. McArthur spoke on 
"The St. Lawrence Waterways In 
History," at a largely attended meet- 
ing of the Ottawa branch of the Eng- 
ineering Institute of Canada at the 
Chateau I.aurlcr today. Dr. Chas. 
Camsoll, Deputy Minister of Mines, 
presided, and there were present lit. 
lion. Sir Itobcrt Borden, Hon. Charles 
Stewart Minister of the Interior; Dr. 
Oscar' D. Skclton. Under-Secretary of 
State for External Affairs; Jackson 
Booth. Senator Andrew Haydon, Sen- 
ator H. H. Horsey, Senator A. C. 
Hardy, R. 0. Swççaey, Urig.-Lien. 
Chas. MacLarcn, Dr. Henry M.' Ami, 
and many engineers and scientists 
who are interested in the St. Lawr- 
ence waterway problem. 

Prof. McArthur dealt with the 
three phases of St. Lawrence water- 
ways history— fur, wheat and power 
—and in his concluding remarks 
spoke of developments of recent 
years that tend, In h s opinion, to 
make the St. Lawrence system bulk 
less largely in our transportation 
picture. He referred to the opening 
of the Panama Canal, which makes 
of Vancouver an all-year- ound port 
for the shipment of wheat and flour 
to Europe, and to the fact that Cun.- 
ada's trade with the Orient is stead- 
ily developing and may expand by 
leaps and bounds when conditions 
become stabilized In China Then 
again there was the new Hudson Hay 
outlet from Western Canada to Eu- 
rope. It was too early to say I? this 
would l>e a complete success but If It 
should compete succcssful'y witli the 
St Lawrence route It would provide 
transportation both ways— wheat go- 
ing out and British manufactlrod 
products comlnjr In. 

"It is quite conceivable," said Prof. 
.McArthur, "that railway transporta- 
tion may provide a more economic 
method of circumventing the rapids 
of the St. Lawrence than canals, and

Of Ideas In 
Spain Today 

Peoples Arc Crushed Under 
Mock Parliament System 

REVOLT LIKELY 



Prof. E. R. Adair Describe 
Present Conditions Under 
Rule of Primo de Rivera 

Freedom of speech and the right 
to criticize the policy of the exist- 
ing government Is not granted to any 
Spaniard at the present time accord- 
ing to ProT. 15. p.. Adair, who gavo 
an address at the Mechanics Institute 
last evening, lie outlined present 
day conditions in Spain, drawing 
largely from his personal experi- 
ence. 

This stale of affairs has aHscu 
from the mock democracy established 
by Plmo de Rivera, who came Into 
power In 1923, and who has char- 
acterized nil his actions in the way of 
reform by militaristic methods. Ho 
has showed however that ho docs not 
have to depend on tho army for his 
support. Shortly after he ciimo Into 
power, he foil that the number of 
soldiers needed to be reduced, but It 
was only after much activity that 
ho accomplished this. Ho cultivât-, 
ed the support of the common people, 
but as a democracy, Spain is only a 
mockery. His continual muzzling of 
the press and his refusal to accept 
any comments for the improvement 
of the government and Us policy have 
made the peoplo become restless. 
With no possibility of a free gov- 
eminent under the present condi- 
tions, a rebellion started by the sup- 
pressed lower classes seems inevit- 
able. Elections have become con- 
trolled and operated by crown offi- 
cials. 

Spain Is really In two distinct parts. 
There Is the tourist Spain in the 
south, whero the Inhabitants have 
degenerated Into mere servants, who

Discuss Chrystal 
At Colloquium 

History And Results Of Re- 
Search Explained 

"The Influence of Temperature on 
tho Plezo-Flcctrlc Properties of Crys- 
tals" was the subject of the special 
graduate lecture delivered by Mr. ft. 
V. llelwlg at the Physics Colloquium 
yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Hclwlg related the history of 
research on this subject, and the 
beliefs of tho various men who have 
worked on the problem. 

Crystals nro believed to be made 
lip of a number of doublets which 
form In parallel lines. These, doublets 
are joined by lines of stress which 
bulge and separate forming Tree 
charges of electricity, tho lines of 
stress arc joined to the faces of tho 
crystal being neutralized by masking 
charges. 

Mr. Ilchylg explained the subject 
tip lo the point thnt he has reached 
in his present research. Tho lecture 
wns illustrated with lantern slide?, 
and graphs, showing tho apparatus 
used and some of the results obta'n- 
ed.

Unhappiness Caused By 
People Attempting Work 
Unsuited To Them 

After determining a boy's capac- 
ity—his intelligence and ability -- 
which may (it him equally well as 
engineer or surgeon, and taking Into 
account inheritance, it js really a 
matter of his personal likes and dis- 
likes that will prompt him to assume 
his true vocation, Dr, W. D. Tait, 
professor of psychology at McGill 
University, told members of the Ki- 
wanis Club when . discussing voca- 
tional guidance at their meeting yes- 
terday at the Windsor Hotel. 

"The greatest thing which any 
country has. and the greatest thing 
which Canada has, is its youth.'' said 
the professor at the outset of his 
remarks. Canada has great natural 
resources, and much is heard thcsT 
days about their conservation, ho 
said, nut the conservation of these 
resources is not as important as ono 
conservation of the young men of the 
country. 

Great care should be exercised to 
conserve human effort and talent 
thus eliminating wastage In all 
spheres of human behavior. Effi- 
ciency, In Its highest sense, will then 
be brought out. The word efficiency 
In its highest sense is really synony- 
mous, with the word culture, he sa'd, 
explaining It as "doing the riglj 
thing at the rlr£t time and doing it 
well and artistically." 

The speaker stressed the Import- 
ance of people seeing to it that if 
they would attain their aim— happi- 
ness — there should be more leisure in 
the programme of their lives. He 
used tho word leisure In the occupa- 
tional sense. 

"Everything that exists in the 
world exists in a certain amount, and 
therefore can bo measured." he said. 
Some things arc difficult to measurs. 
and one of theso is human capacity. 
However, up to date this has be<»n 
measured to some extent. Research 
has done much, and thel-e lies much 
more for It to do In future years. 

"Tho human factor Is the biggest 
of all," the speaker declared. "Too 
many people think that social and 
Industrial matters can be- settled on 
the economic basis." This Is dis- 
tinctly a fallacy. With the increased 
specialization today, life Is becoming 
more and more complex. It is often 
expected to tho psychologist that ho 
should be able to tell definitely what 
Is the vocntlon of a person. This Is 
an Impossibility. There are many 
occupations a person can fill, nnd If 
tho person would find self-expression 
It would bo In doing the work In 
which ho can satisfy his heart. 

A very fundamental fact that 
should he realized In theso da.\s, said 
Dr. Tait, Is that there are individual 
differences— in temperament, accur- 
acy. Intelligence, carefulness nnd 
material ability. "Theso differences," 
ho observed, "arc not always tho re- 
sult of training; they nro mostly due 
to Inheritance." 

Intelligence Taiti. 

He spoke at length on the work 
that Is being carried on in the re- 
search field, telling of tho types of 
Intelligence tosts, which, he said, 
lcavo much to bo desired, although 
In a practical way they ore very valu-

Report Three Hundred Grad- 
uates Have Applied For 
New Degree 

Toronto, Unt., Jan. IT.— Three hun- 
dred nnd five graduates in Médecine 
in the University of Toronto already 
made application for the M.D. degree, . 
under the new ruling, .according to 
information given 'The Varsity" at 
Simcoc Hall yesterday. 

Th's new ruling, as stated in tits 
Report of the Dean of the Faculty of 
Médecine in the. President's Repot* 
is as follows: 

'The Senate of the University >af 
Toronto, on the recommendation of 
the Faculty of Médecin», determined 
to grant the M.D. to students on 
graduation Instead of the M.D. It wae 
fi'.rther determined to bestow thé doc- 
tor's degree n Médecine upon any 
graduate of this University who m»y 
apply for It." 

The Assistant Registrar.Mr. A. B. 
Fenno'l, informed "The Varsity" that 
the U. of T. is possibly the last Uni- 
versity on the continent to adopt the 
practce-of granting the M.D. to 
students on graduation. 

"Pack in IS 43," Mr. Fennell ex- 
plained, "when Kings Coilege opened; 
It followed the custom of the Old 
Country Universities, in grant'ng the 
M.R. on graduation. The degree of 
M.D. was reserved for post-graduate 
students. The American Universale*, 
on the other hand, have practically 
M adopted the custom of granting 
the doctor's degree for all graduate*! 
Toronto is now mereiy following 
suit." 

"But what practical difference will 
it make to the Unlvers'ty of Toronto 
graduates?" The Varsity" inquired. 

"Well, tor one thing," Mr. Fennell

Library Gains 
Unique_Volumes 

Encyclopaedia Is One Of Two 
Copies Outside China 



Travelling from Pekin to Tiensin 
under guard, from TIens n to Kobe by 
water and then shipped to A'ancouver, 
one of the greatest literary treasures 
of the East, the oldest of the large 
printed Chinese encyclopaedias, ar- 
rived yesterday in Montreal at the 
McClll. I thad the distinction of being 
the only other copy in the world of 
the original complete edition of a copy 
which the British Museum acquired in 
tSTT. 

Nearly two tons of books comprise 
this enormous dictionary, consisting 
of five thousand volumes of ten 
thousand chapters .on thirty-two' sub- 
jests. In comparison with the eleventh 
I edition of the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica, this work contains between 
three and four times as much matter.

Let the professors take him 
into a great confidence and give him a jolt, show 
him the way, and inspire him with trust; give 
him a fighting chance and then make him fight.

TRADITIONS 

Ko portion of college life is so valuable as tradition. 
Kept , alive by song and yell and custom, 'the past of a 
college or university lends that necessary air to the college 
career which distinguishes it from the coldness of the cor- 
respondence school course. To be singing the same songs, to 
be yelling the same yells, and to be sitting on the same 
sacred fences that were sung and yelled and sat upon by 
scores of other student generations is a privilege which 
college students should appreciate in their undergraduate 
days as they will when they arc tottering alumni. 

Traditions arc not made intentionally; they grow, slowly, 
like a small acorn, dropped carelessly along a highway. Too 
many self-important student leaders these days arc illusioncd 
by 'the impression that they have but to wave their hands and 
create a tradition. Their motives may be praise-worthy. But 
to stand up before a group of college students and tell them 
that "it is hoped this new policy will become a tradition in 
the institution" is as foolhardy as to set loose a toy balloon 
and expect that it will laud in Africa. 

You've seen these tradition-manufacturers— perhaps you 
are one yourself If, so, laugh with them or yourself as the 
case may be, for it is a futile enterprise. Traditions are o£ 
■the imagination, vague and usually mythical. Their value is 
in the spirit they produce, not the purpose for which they 
may be intended. Be sure you can sec the distinction between 
a tradition and a rule. The former operates instinctively — 
the" latter needs outside enforcement.— Oberlin Review.

Someone once compared a col- 
lege to a .factory and the idea caught our fancy. But if we 
really consider individuals with whom wc arc well acquainted 
we can easily sec that they arc not products of "mass" educ- 
ation. There are so many fashions and habits that go with 
college life, but which are absolutely on the surface, that 
students arc misjudged. 

The Student Movement may have its place in college, 
hut because some arc not enthusiastic about that way of de- 
veloping a rich personality does not show that their interest 
in this development is lacking.— Syracuse "Daily Orange." 



GOD (WITH A CAPITAL G) 

Nothing is more futile and unproductive than lengthy 
disputations about such unvcritablc hypotheses as God (with 
a capital G), but the welter of misquotations, non scquiturs, 
inconsistencies, and misinterpretations which Mr. Moran has 
indulged in demands some clarification. 

Our correspondent, innocently enough, misquoted us by 
omitting one very important word from one our assertions. 
No one. will contend that there is conflict between science 
and religion, but there is exceedingly good authority that 
organized religion (the true phrase wc used) and science arc 
often hitter foes. The' present reactionary stand of the Fund- 
amentalists on the anti-evolution bill in Arkansas is proof 
euough. Further, although Professor Millikan admits which 
no one denies that the teachings of Jesus had a tremendous 
influence on civilization that docs not necessarily prove that 
Millikan worships an anthropomorphic God (with a capital 
G).- . 

On the contrary the credo of faith written in 1923 by 
Millikan and Osborne and signed by thirteen other emin- 
ent scientists states (Evolution and' Religion in Education— 
Osborne, p. 88) that the modern conception of God held by 
science represents Him as revealing Himself through in- 
breathing of life into life's constituent matter. If this is not 
the "energy innate in matter," what is? 

Further Mr. Moran must understand that when a 
scientist like Millikan asserts Ihcra is no conflict between 
science and religion, he qualifies his statement by saying 
(Evolution in .Science and Religion, p. 5) that by religion 
he means religion as a scientist interprets and understands 
religion and not as a fundamentalist or a professional de- 
fender of God (with a capital G).— Cornell Daily Sun.

Library Gains 

Unique Volumes

lection of literature which should ex- 
ceed in comprehensiveness and value 
a work compiled four centuries ear 
lier. In 1686 the order was given for 
the present encyclopedia, and Chen 
Men-lei, a native of Fukicn, was the 
man chosen to put it into execution. 

Shortly after two-thirds of the work 
had been completed he fled to Kwang- 
si to Join a robelllon against the Pokin 
government. Before the compilation 
was finished, Kang Hsi .died, and by 
the order of Tunk Cheng, editor Çhen 
was succeeded by Chiang TIng-shih, 
the president of the board of revenue, 
and a scholar of some distinction, 
who reported to the throne its conolu- 
tlon in an address dated tho twenty- 
seventh day of the twelfth moon of 
the third year of Yung Cheng, 1720. 

The name of this work is Chin Ting 
Ku Chin T'u Shu phi Ch'eng, a col- 
lection of books and illustrations, an- 
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L'lcnt and modern. In accordance with 
the Instructions of Kang Hsi, the con- 
tents of all books were claslflcd un- 
der six great headings. The result 
was than more than 10,000 chapters 
were analyzed- and formed 5.000 vol- 
umes besides, tho twenty volumes in 
the general Index. 

Few Copies Published 

Tradition maintains that, one hund- 
red copies were first published and 
distributed as gifts among the impe- 
rial princes and high officials. In 1852 
about 230 more copies were printed by 
the Chinese foreign office. The third 
cdditlon of 1,500 copies was done by 
a company at Shanghai toward the 
close of the nineteenth century. 

The six categories into which the 
work is divided are as follows, cate- 
gory one, celestial matters dealing 
with the heavens, the year, astronomy 
and mathematics and strange pheno- 
mena; category two, geography deal- 
ing with the earth, the political divi- 
sion of China, mountains and rivers of 
China, and foreign countries; cate- 
gory three, human relationships deal- 
ing with the oaiperor, the imperial 
household the government service, 
family relations, social inter-coursc, 
clan and family names, man and his 
attributes, and womankind; category 
four, science, dealing with arts, oc- 
cupations and professions, religion, 
the animal, kingdom and the veget- 
able kingdom; category five, litera- 
ture, tho conduct of life, branches of 
literature, and characters and writ- 
ing; category six, polity dealing with 
tho examination system and official 
career, foods and other articles of 
commerce, ceremonies, music, milit- 
ary administration, law of punish- 
ment and industries and main articles. 

Thé worn Is bound in covered blue 
cases fastened with bone buttons con- 
taining eight or ten small volumes in 
each. Its acquisition marks a real 
growth In the additions to the Gest 
Chinese research library of which Dr. 
do Reslllac-Roese is the curator with 
Miss Nancy Leo Swann and C B. 
Kwei assisting.

No Freedom 

Of Ideas In 

Spain Today 

(Continued from page one) 
welcome tips from the annual droves 
of tourists. Real Spain Is to be foiin-1 
northward in the country districts, 
where one is free to wander anions 
the hills. Considering the country 
racially, it is not one luit many 
littlo states, which have their own 
customs and i-aco distinctions. While 
Spanish is spoken throughout the 
country, among the people of the na- 
tions themselves, n sectional discourse 
is carried on. peculiar only to tho 
particular states. 

"While the Moors were supposedly 
driven out of the country near tho 
end of the l'.th century, many un- 
mistnkable customs are still carried 
on. Among the Moors themselves, 
there Is no trial by jury, but offen- 
ces are considered and remedied by 
a small group of elders. This still 
goes on despite the fact that it Is 
not lawful, according to Christian 
decrees. 

Spain embraces an enormous range 
of climates and production! While 
the Inhabitants of the south may ho 
enjoying tropical weather, those llvins 
In .the central districts will be bav- 
in? as severe a winter as that In 
Canada, with a heavier snowfall. In 
the summer, tho south east coast ex- 
periences a drought, while on the 
north west shores there arc heavy 
rains nine-tenths of the year. In 
one portion of the country, oranges 
are grown; in a more northern part 
wheat grows In abundance. Still far- 
ther north there are arid desert 
regions, almost eriunl to the Sahara. 

Rural Spain is inhabited by in- 
dustrious energetic people who pay 
more attention to their daily won; 
than to the workings and latest 
achievements of the government. It 
is only when they have been very 
severely hindered by the authorities 
that they are antagonised and stirred 
up against the ruling powers. 

Railroad conditions in Spain are 
rather unsatisfactory. Those who 
travel third class fairly live In the 
compartments, carrying along 
their worldly possessions. The re- 
cent advent of the motor-car threat- 
ens to take the plaça of this most 
awkward and slow means of trans- 
portation. The routes over which tho 
King of Spain travels, according to 
ProT. Adair, are smooth enough to 
play marbles on, but once one gets 
off tho main routes, the travelling is 
very uncomfortable and unstable. 

At the present time Agriculture Is 
still in its primitive stages, and there 
are few signs of the use of modern 
machinery. Electricity however J* 
rapidly replacing the old methods of 
generating power, and vast develop- 
ments are being made in many in- 
dustries. "Whereas direct waterpower 
was once used, dynamos are rapidly 
coming into extensive use. 

But Spaniards still retain many of 
their old customs. When daylight 
saving was adopted, they did no more 
than schedule each regular event for 
one hour later, to satisfy their crav- 
ing for things of the past. On one 
occasion it is related that a baker 
wished to build for himself a larger 
establishment and submitted his 
plans to the local authorities. They 
at once found a flaw— there was no 
stable, provided for a donkey. Al- 
though he assured them that he was 
dispensing with a donkey type „f 
mill and was using electricity In- 
•lead, they forced hint, for old tradi- 
tion's sake to add this to ),js plans.

if is conceivable that we, in time, will 
develop an industrial system which 
"ill consume the greater pari of our 
raw material, while our wheat will be 
largely consumed by our own indus- 
trial population, and continuous pas- 
sage on the St. I,rnvrence from the 
head of the lakes to the sea will bo 
less Important than it seems al the 
present lime. For those reasons we 
ought to consider the relative value 
of the St. I^awrence as a transporta- 
tion medium. The day of the canal 
on the St. Jjawrcnce as a transporta- 
tion medium is ncaring Its end. 
Power may render greater service to 
our community. But that is a pro- 
blem of practical politics; and as a 
mere histor.'an I will leave that to 
the Good Samaritans of practical 
politics, and pass by on the olher 
side." 

St. Lawrence in History 

In his introductory remarks, Prof. 
McArthur showed that the St. I.aw- 
rence waterways were of vital im- 
portance to the French fur traders 
who, in order to forestall their Eng- 
lish rivals, travelled far Inland to 
buy furs from the ind'nns. The Eng- 
lish eventually starved tho French 
into submission by severing the con- 
tacts of Montreal with the Far West 

country, The speaker described in'nily than transportât jon. 



vivid language the taking over of 
personal and headquarters by the 
young Kngllsh traders, and proceed- 
ed to explain the significance of the 
loss to England of the American col- 
onies, which was followed by a new 
movement of population. Agriculture 
began to wrest first place from furs, 
and Prof. McArthur described the 
transition from furs ;o wheat, which 
rendered necessary a change In the 
mode of transportations, A different 
type of boat had to be constructed to 
carry the bulky products o the farm, 
and out of that situation developed 
the necessity for canals. 

Portages ceased to be feasible for 
the transportation of grain. That sys- 
tem was developing naturally when 
the war of 1S12 broke out, due to the 
Indian menace and the land hunger 
of the United States. The United 
Stales hoped to straighten their 
boundary and secure all the territo- 
ry south of the Ottawa River. Tho 
upper part of Canada was dependent 
for supplies upon Montreal "and out 
of that situation developed the 
Rideau Canal. Immigrants flocked 
Into the country to work on the can- 
als, and the war cleared the way for 
western expansion of the United 
States. The way was opened up for 
all j the settlement of Michigan. Indiana, 
Wisconsin and Illinois. Canada de- 
rived a tremendous influx of Immi- 
gration between 1S20 and 1S37, when 
the rebellion broke out. Then, follow- 
ing the industrial revolution in Eng- 
land, which shifted the population 
from the rural districts to the towns 
and created a market for American 
food products. That invol , - ed an In- 
crease demand for transportation, 
which resulted in the construction of 
the Erie Canal. 

Certain factors favored the Erie 
Canal as opposed to the St. Eawrencc 
route, the chief of which was that It 
led to a port thai was open all the 
year round, while the shipper also 
had a larger number of choices in 
vessels at New York than at Mont- 
real. Competition regulated rates out 
of N'ew York, and in 1825 the rate on 
a barrel of flour from Montreal to 
Eirerpool was more than double the 
rate from Xew York to Liverpool, 
chiefly because of the element • f 
competition. 

On the other hand Montreal had 
advantages by reason of British 
trade policy, which admitted grain 
shipped from the Canadian port at a 
lower rate of duty than grain ship 
ped from Xew York. The advantage 
was extended to United States groin 
and [lour if shipped from x Canadian 
port, and increasing trade on the St 
Lawrence route resulted in the con- 
struction by British capital of a can- 
al system to overcome the rapids. Out 
of that there developed almost ovc 
night a tremendous Canadian milling 
industry. The whole structure of o,ut 
St. l^awrencc trade was bused an the 
mainlalnance of the British prefer 
ential tariff system, but unfortunate- 
ly that system was discontinued be 
tween 1S46 and 1S49. The Montreal 
interests felt they had been let down 
by the British Government, and re 
ciprocity in trade was sought with 
tho United States in 18!>4. Canadian 
statesmen went to Washington, and 
as an Inducement, held out to the 
United States transportation prlv 
ileges on tho Canadian section of the 
St. Lawrence waterway. Transporta 
lion privileges therefore became a 
bargaining point in 1854, and "Just 
as Canadians used the St. Lawrence 
waterway as a bargaining point 75 
years ago, Canadian statesmen of the 
future may use tho St. Lawrence 
waterway and water powers as a 
bargaining point to secure other 
concessions from the United Stales." 
The treaty of Washington gave tho 
United States navigation privileges 
on the St. Lawrence, ascending and 
descending on terms of equality with 
Canada, and that, was supplemented 
by the treaty of 1909. which gave the 
United States the privileges^of using 
the St. Lawrence waterways for 
their commerce on terms of equality 
with Canada, subject to any Can 
adlan laws and ' regulations not in 
consistent with navigation. 

Prof, McArthur referred to the 
construction of railways as the next 
phase in development and passed on 
to the more recent phase created by 
the development of hydro-electric 
power. "The demand of the future," 
he said, "is golpg to be primarily for 
power. Navigation may have to give 
way to power, because power may 
give greater service to the commti-

The crowds acted very much like our 
.■rowds do with tho only difference 
that they drank beer during periods. 

There is no need for Canadian stu- 
dents to cultivate nn inferiority com- 
plex in order to meet their fellow stu- 
dents of the English Universities. 
Kngllsh debaters never quote facts or 
figures. Their whole idea of debating 
an attempt to convince by logic 
rather than by fact. They prefer n 
cleverly worked out argument rather 
than one based principally on facts.
